THE BEANS ON 
CANADIAN FAMILIES 


THE VANIER INSTITUTE ON THE 
Family just released their latest edi- 
tion of an annual report on family 
finances. The social policy think tank 
indicates Canadian households have 
been pushed towards the edge by a 
triple threat; shrinking real hourly 
wages, continued growth in house- 
hold spending, and rising debt 
loads. While an increase in house- 
hold spending has undoubtedly 
helped keep the economy ina 
growth mode over the past few 
years, “Living on the Edge” author 
Roger Sauvé says when interest rates 
rise, families will be heading right 
off the cliff. All but the richest 20 per 
cent of families have seen their share 
of the income pie stagnate or shrink. 

Using data from Statistics Canada, 
Sauvé says the numbers prove our 
commitment to consumerism has 
likely created many “workaholic” 
families. Over the long-term, spend- 
ing grew six times faster than did the 
incomes to pay for it, he explains. To 
achieve this, debt loads soared and 
savings plummeted. “Households 
need to reign-in some of their spend- 
ing, pay off some debt and build a 
bigger cushion against slow times ... 
and the time to act is now,” says 
Sauve.

COWTOWN U GOES 
DOWNTOWN? 


IN AN EFFORT TO REVITALIZE THE 
downtown core and create space for 
post-secondary students, the 
University of Calgary is considering 
a partnership with the city and the 
private sector to develop a new cam- 
pus in East Village, an inner-city 
neighbourhood. The urban campus 
project would cost “tens of millions 
of dollars.” Still in the conceptual 
stages, officials say plans will be for- 
mally unveiled in May. 

The targeted areas are in “difficult 
parts of town, areas that could use 
revitalization,” U of C president 
Harvey Weingarten told the Calgary 
Herald. The plans will likely have to 
address what will be done with the 
inner city residents who currently 
call the area home. Other potential 
partners for this mega-project could 
include the Calgary Health Region, 
SAIT and the Calgary Stampede. A 
downtown presence would include 
expanded faculties in law, social 
work, continuing education, engi- 
neering, fine arts and health care. 

Closer to home, PRESERVE 
Garneau activists have suggested a 
similar strategy of moving into the 
downtown core to the University of 
Alberta. This, instead of destroying 
55 houses in a historic neighbour- 
hood to create a students’ residence 
called “East Campus Village.” No 
word yet on how Klondike Days 
could help facilitate this sort of a 
project here. Maybe a gold-panning 
fundraising booth or year-round fer- 
ris wheel rides?

Women’s shelters seek refuge 
from dramatic premium hikes 


Women’s shelters across the 
province are facing extreme financial 
hardship, cuts to services and pro- 
gramming, or even closures due to 
soaring liability insurance rates. 

According to a survey conducted 
by the Alberta Council of Women’s 
Shelters (ACWS) during December 
2003 and January 2004, all of the 
umbrella group’s 40 members across 
the province have experienced dra- 
matic increases in their insurance 
rates. Some shelters were dropped 
completely and left scrambling to 
find a carrier. 

Premium hikes went up an aver- 
age of 104 per cent this year for 
women’s shelters, says ACWS" 
provincial coordinator Jan Reimer— 
reaching a high of 237 per cent. The 
lone shelter with a mere .5 per cent 
increase is simply the beneficiary of 
a proactive insurance carrier: their 
rates were raised 219 per cent the 
year before. 

The new increase follows last 
year’s average hike of 61 per cent. 

Oddly enough, all of these 
increases have taken place despite 
the fact there hasn't been a single lia- 
bility claim filed by any of the shel- 
ters surveyed, says Reimer. “We 
don’t really know why the insurance 
companies have all of sudden done 
this, although we would really like 
to know,” she says. 

In addition to the liability cover- 
age increases, ACWS reports those 
shelters who transport clients have 
also had significant auto insurance 
hikes as well. 


ASSESSING THE DAMAGE 

This follows a similar struggle in 
recent weeks for the Edmonton 
AIDS Network to find a new insur- 
ance carrier after being dropped 
suddenly. Though a federal review 
has been called to address insurance 
issues for the non-profit sector as a 
whole, the answers will likely be a 
long time coming with possible solu- 
tions even further down the road. 

While many of us will never need 
the safe haven offered by women’s 
shelters, chances are pretty good that 
someone we know, will. Over 5,600 
women were admitted to women’s 
shelters in Alberta during the 
2002/2003 year—7.5 per cent more 
than the year before. Slightly more 
children were also taken in (5,766), 
an increase of about 4 per cent.

ASSESSING BLAME 

So how does the insurance indus- 
try explain this rather sudden rate 
hike? 

“We are used to being painted the 
bad guys,” says Jim Rivait with the 
Insurance Bureau of Canada. 

“But people forget that we are a 
business and we are losing money.” 
When it’s pointed out that ING, one 
of Canada’s largest insurance com- 
panies has just boasted record profits 
ina news release, Rivait says it is 
because this particular company is 
one of the best underwriters in the 
industry. Underwriting is the key to 
managing risk and staying prof- 
itable, he says. 

“If a company is losing money on 
auto, they can’t afford to take a hit 
on the commercial side or business 
insurance. This shows how it is all 
linked together.” 

Therein lies additional reasoning, 
offered by the insurance industry—a

judicial system in Canada eager to 
emulate America and their history of 
huge court settlements. 

The IBC says the relatively high 
risk associated with this type of cov- 
erage and the small number of orga- 
nizations who actually require it are 
to blame, explains Rivait. “If some- 
thing happens, there isn’t as big a 
pool to handle the payouts.” There 
are also “less than five” insurance 
companies who specialize in this 
sort of liability coverage, he says. 

Reimer, the former Edmonton 
mayor, says finance minister Pat 
Nelson told her there are about 30 












rural shelters seems to be most dire, 
says Sandra Danco of Edmonton's 
WIN House. “We have a larger bud- 
get and have been able to handle 
these increases a bit better than some 
of the smaller shelters probably 
have...but the money still has to 
come from somewhere.” 

Sister Lucinda Patterson with 
Lurana Shelter agrees, adding her 
facility has also had increases that 
will have to be dealt with. 
“Hopefully the minister will be able 
to help out and it won't all be left up 
to trying to fundraise or something 
to make up for the shortfall,” she 


says. 

Funding does come from govern- 
ment at various levels for women’s 
shelters but with their inability to 
predict such dramatic increases, par- 
ticularly as the rate hikes don’t 
appear to be linked to claims, it is 
difficult for any organization to bud- 
get or plan for such things, says 
Reimer. “Eventually all the shelters 
found coverage, but every single one 
had significant increases and much 
more onerous reporting required of 
them by the insurance companies.” 


NOT OUR TABLE 

Jerry Bellikka, spokesperson for 
Nelson’s finance department 
empathizes, saying the province 
only has power over auto insurance 
as this is a legal requirement of all 
people operating a motor vehicle. 
However, the province has “been 
made aware of the situation and is 
looking into what can be done.” 

Despite months of poking and 
prodding at the Klein government 
for their handling of the exorbitant 
auto insurance hikes and the result- 
ing public outcry, Raj Pannu, leader 
of the New Democrats admits even

he is surprised to learn about this 
new challenge facing the women’s 
shelters. “This is absolutely uncon- 
scionable... we are abandoning the 
associations, organizations and vol- 
unteer groups that provide this most 
needed service to women and fami- 
lies who are victims of violence by 
allowing this.” 

Pannu argues the government 
does have several instruments in 
their hands that can be used to deal 
with the situation, adding that calls 
for corrective action must be placed 
“squarely at the door of the provin- 
cial government.” 

Whatever the ultimate solution to 
this issue, Rivait insists the govern- 
ment has to be involved. While he 
doesn’t advocate a public insurance 
system, he points out that if these 
services were not provided by vol- 
unteer organizations that the respon- 
sibility would fall onto the govern- 
ment’s shoulders. 

“The government has to be 
involved and come up with some 
resolution. You can be sure if these 
very needed services are not provid- 
ed, we all lose.”

Pruning Bush from a distance 


American Democrats living in Edmonton 
urged to exercise their right to vote 


“(THE BUSH GOVERNMENT] PROBAB- 
ly have Bin Laden ina hole and are 
just waiting for the right time to 
bring him out to help them win the 
election,” says Caryn Lusinchi, with 
evident disgust. Also unmistakable is 
her sense of frustration with the 
country of her birth —a frustration 
that propelled Lusinchi and her 
French husband to move to 
Edmonton from California only 
seven months ago. 

“T guess you could say that job and 
political reasons were instrumental 
in our move here. We were also just 
tired of living in what was basically a 
police state,” she explains. “It is so 
much more peaceful here [in 
Canada].” 

Confessing she doesn’t have many 
positive comments to share about the 
electoral process in the United States, 
Lusinchi says her involvement orga- 


nizing a local chapter of Democrats 
Abroad is her way of trying to help 
her country of birth. 

There are an estimated six million 
Americans living outside of the 
United States who are still eligible to 
vote, but many don’t realize they can 
cast their ballots from afar, she 
explains. “ A lot of people came’to 
Canada from the U.S. many years 
ago and some of them are under the 
impression that they renounced their 
voting rights, but this isn’t necessari- 
ly true.” 

Recently, Democrats Abroad held 
an open house in Edmonton, draw- 
ing about 30 American ex-patriates 
who had many questions about how 
to get on the absentee ballot list. The 
gathering also helped answer com- 
mon questions such as whether the 
voters’ registry is linked to the 
Internal Revenue Service (IRS)—it 
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isn’t—and what the legal implica- 
tions of voting might be in particular 
situations. 


GLOBALIZING DISSENT 

The non-profit group is an official 
organization of the Democratic Party 
and has committees in over 30 coun- 
tries in Europe, Asia, Africa and the 
Americas. These country committees 
are responsible for keeping 
Americans abroad informed of their 
rights and helping them to partici- 
pate in the U.S. political process. 
Some country committees are divid- 
ed into local chapters. Historically, 
only Canada’s larger cities (Montreal, 
Toronto and Vancouver) have had 
such chapters. This is the first time 
Edmonton has a formal group. 

“Many of the people who came to 
the open house had never really been 
active in the voting process before,” 
says Lusinchi, “but this year they feel 
strongly enough that Bush has done 
so much damage to foreign affairs 
that this is the time to exercise their 
right to vote.” 

For Marilyn Gaa, better known to 
Edmontonians as the dove-on-her 
hat member of the irreverent Raging 
Grannies, it is utter contempt for 
Bush’s foreign policy and his procliv- 
ity towards armed confrontations 
that motivate her involvement with 
the group. 

“As a landed immigrant, I have 
long felt as connected to Canada as 
anybody-could be. But over the past 
few years | have been feeling more 
and more alienated towards the US... 
and realized just how lucky Iam to 
be living outside of the US” 

Gaa, 55, has been in Canada since 
1980 and just received her dual citi- 
zenship about a year ago. She says 
for absentee voters, election day is 
actually made easier in many ways 
as objective information on the par- 
ties, candidates and issues is more 
readily available outside of the 
United States. 

“My sister lives in Chicago and is 
an educated, rational woman, but 
she checked under her bed every 
night for terrorists because she is 
privy only to what the US media 
gives her.”

I'VE NEVER BEEN MUCH OF A 
party man—politically, anyway.

We couldn’t believe our ears as no 
one seemed to mind, or even notice. 
W.P. Kinsella was there using empty 
“they will come” lines from his base- 
bail ghost book, but Preston 
Manning struck me as an- honest 
man concerned about political abuse 
by the Liberals, a trend in them 
which doesn’t seem to have died 
down lately.

But new Lester Bangs reader still a worthy endeavor 


MAINLINES, BLOOD FEASTS, AND 
BAD TASTE: 

A Lester Bangs Reader

IN CASE YOU DIDN'T KNOW, LESTER 
Bangs was a legend. And a genius to 
boot. Vice versa, actually. From 1969 
until his death in 1982, in every 
music publication of note and other- 
wise, Bangs’s cantankerous prose 
was the state of the art in music writ- 
ing. He had a complex, emotional 
relationship with the music of his 
time and the people who made it, 
and Bangs put it all out there, veer- 
ing from geeky know-it-all to deep 
appreciator, from contrary bastard to 
grouchy moralizer, and he made all 
the stops in-between, sometimes 
within very confined spaces. 

Bangs also wrote like crazy and 
died young. Mainlines, Blood Feasts, 
and Bad Taste, edited by John 
Morthland, is the second anthology 
of his work; it follows a scant 26 


years on the heels of the Greil 
Marcus-edited Psychotic Reactions 
and Carburetor Dung. Comparisons 
of the volumes are easy to make: 
Marcus and Morthland were con- 
temporaries of, knew, and worked 
with Bangs. And each followed a 
similar strategy when compiling his 
book: read everything available, 
then pick your favourites. Both 
describe their difficulty with har- 
nessing Bangs’ anarchic energy, the 
juggling of longer essays with short- 
er pieces, and uncertainty about 
dealing with the previously unpub- 
lished stuff. 

Morthland admits that he basical- 
ly followed Marcus’s template as he 
tried to group like-minded pieces 
together and concerned himself 
more with creating a feel than 
observing timelines. And so, for 


example, he includes four articles on 
the Rolling Stones that span 1973-76 
and a couple pieces on both Miles 
Davis and Lou Reed in an effort to 
bring the Bangsian view of these fel- 
lows into crisp focus. Sometimes it 
works, sometimes not. If, as the 
book’s title suggests, Morthland sim- 
ply tapped the mainline and let the 
words pour out, then what Bangs 
had to write at a given moment had 
little to do with what he said in 
another. Doesn’t matter, really. The 
stuff had to be arranged somehow; 
you can read it in any order that you 
like. And any way you choose, read- 
ing Lester Bangs is a pure thrill ride. 
Dying early did for Lester what it 
did for Jimi and Mama Cass and 
Kurt and everybody else regarded as 
a bright light extinguished too 
soon—they got to bow out before 
they got to the sucking part. So we 
can all fantasize that—but for one 
Darvon/drink/ham 
sandwich/shotgun blast—they’d 
still be here and they’d still be bril- 
liant, original, pure, and all that.

through your old stuff and 
send it out into the world all 
over again, but it’s still old 
stuff. Generations have 
passed since the man depart- 
ed and, music being what it 
is—timely, ineffable, unstop- 
pable—how can his refer- 
ence points help but grow 
more dated? To give credit 
where it’s due, though, 

















Bangs sounded the alarm on the 
Stones’ waning credibility in 1973, 
but where is he when U2 needs him?

Morthland has still assembled 
a fine survey of what made Bangs so 
vital in his time. So engaging is his 
prose, so focused and dense are his 
ideas, and so spellbinding is his lan- 
guage that, despite the passage of 
time, there is still much that we have 
to learn from Lester Bangs.

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pretty priceless in Pirates, swaying 
and stumbling. In the why-didn’t- 
they-get-nominated department, this 
is the category where the Academy 
needed to show some love to Lord of 
the Rings for snubbing it in Adapted 
Screenplay last year, but they blew 
it.

HARDEST to 
adapt!). Andy Serkis or Ian 
McKellan again, or Sean Astin—any 
of those guys. Sadly, Return of the 
King just makes clear that most of 
the heavy lifting in characterization 
and acting was done in Fellowship. 
Whatever, Out of the nominees I’ve 
seen Djimon and Ken. Djimon was 
pretty passionate and scary and not- 
trying-for-the-Oscar in In America, 
and Mari, you're dead right about 
Ken Watanabe. It must be frustrat- 
ing as hell to be the only good thing 
in an otherwise sucky movie, though 
I suppose he doesn’t see it that way. 
My guess would be Tim Robbins as 
another consolation prize for Mystic 
River. 


SL: I don’t know—if you put it 
down toa race between big torment- 
ed guys, I’d give Del Toro the edge 
over Hounsou and Robbins.

A young 
sophisticate, an old vet, someone 
popular, one dark horse and a hack. 
I'm especially pleased at the inclu- 
sion of City of God’s Meirelles, 
though what ever happened to co- 
director Katia Lund? She used to be 
in the credits. Anyhow, both of them 
probably undertook the most actual 

in this category, vote 
with non-actor street 
small feat, though Coppola’s 3 ibicats 
touch ought to be rewarded some- 
where. As for the others: mee I 
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SN: “Didn’t put the effort in”? 
That’s mad-cow talk, Mari. The 
director is the one who directs, the 
one who ensures that all the differ- 
ent elements of the movie: the 
story—the performances, the visu- 
als, the pacing, the music, every- 
thing—points in the same direction 
and speaks to the same thing. Now 
just stop and consider the tens of 
thousands of elements screaming for 
Peter Jackson’s attention as he tries 
to pull together this unfilmable 
mess. Then reflect on how the whole 
movie glows with superbness, from 
the etching on Pippin’s helmet to the 
dead-on-ness of some 15 or 16 major 
performances, including one that 
was a totally boundary-pushing 
technical gamble and yet was still 
hailed as deeply moving and emo- 
tionally connected. Jackson is the 
guy responsible for making sure 
98% of everything in that movie 
ruled beyond imagining. Can you 
possibly imagine anyone else having 
gotten a fraction of the stuff right 
that he did, who could have stunned 
us with his own imaginations and 
insights on the book as consistently 
as him? No way. No fucking way. 


DA: Gotta agree with Steve on 
this one, mostly because I’m afraid 
he'll show up at my house with his 
+18 Magical Staff and put a spell on 
me if don’t. Seriously, though, 
working with unknowns is tough 
for a director, but Jackson really did 
have so many elements to weave 
together, simply not screwing it up 
completely is a miracle. Ona side 
note: Eastwood gets both too many 
accolades for his grand old man of 
the cinema status, but also not 
enough for his quiet, natural style. 
And if you're talking meaning over 
visuals, 1992 Best Picture Unforgiven 
still trumps almost anything in the 
last couple of decades. 


SL: The point is moot, or at least 
thoroughly pounded into the 
ground. Jackson has more than 
earned the little golden naked guy. 
I'd like to see Sofia Coppola win this 
one too, but she’s got a whole career 
ahead of her in which to nab an 
Oscar. Jackson, on the other hand, is 
going to remake King Kong. 


MS: Steve? Are you calling me 
fat?

SN: There is no choice here; if the 
Academy fails to award Return of the 
King they'll only be proving their 
own irrelevance and pettiness. This 
movie (by which J mean Lord of the 
Rings in total) will stand for genera- 
tions as exemplar of film excellence 
and to snub it for any reason would 
be sheer folly. Yes, Lost in Translation 
is an excellent film, but if it won this 
time around people for 30 years 
would look back and go, “What... so 
none of the Lord of the Rings movies 
won Best Picture?” Mari’s right 
about last year; Two Towers was a far 
better choice than Chicago, just as 
Fellowship was better than A Beautiful 
Mind, but this one’s for all the cook- 
ies now. Sorry, Sofia. And if they 
give it to Mystic River, snubbing 
Jackson in order to give Clint 
Eastwood his second Best Picture, I’m 
gonna throw a brick through my TV. 


SL: Steve is starting to frighten me 
a little bit. Isn’t that big pile of 
money the producers of LOTR fall 
asleep on every night enough to 
affirm the trilogy’s status as ; the most 
brilliant thing ever conceived by 
human kind? A chintzy gold stat- 
uette pales by comparison. Instead, 
look deep within yourself and con- 
sider which of the nominees is really 
the most unlikely pick for Best 
Picture.

FILMSTRIP 


MARATHON MAN 


THIS WEEK, EDMONTON AUDIENCES HAVE A 
chance to see a film by one of contemporary 
cinema's real mavericks. Peter Watkins is a 
guy who transcends labels like “documentar- 
ian,” “political filmmaker,” or “nutbar,” even 
though they all apply in one way or another. 
His newest film, La Commune (Paris, 1871), 
deals with many of his ongoing obsessions: 
the media, the fate of democracy, and the 
formal demands that rea/ly dealing with his- 
tory places on a filmmaker. It's playing for 
one show only at Metro Cinema on Sunday. 

It starts at 2 pm. It starts then because it 
tuns all afternoon; an evening showing just 
isn't practical. And for Watkins, the film's 
345 minutes make it mid-range in terms of 
length. 

He started out making short-ish films 
such as The War Game (1965) and Culloden 
(1964), both of which, like La Commune 

(Paris, 1877), centre around imaginary 
media representations of events which are 
obviously beyond the media (the aftermath 
of nuclear war and the Battle of Culloden, 
respectively) 

His most ambitious film, although still 
concerned with media representation, could 
Not be more different. Watkins made The 
Joumey between 1984 and 86, at the height 
of the nuclear arms race. To call it a cos- 
mopolitan film would be a bit like calling the 
CN Tower a large building. Over the course 
of production Watkins travelled to US, 
Canada, Norway, Scotland, France, 
Germany, Mozambique, Japan, Australia, 
Tahiti, and Mexico. (I've seen the film, but | 
still needed the description from the film's 
distributor, Canyon Cinema, to get all those 
countries.) Through interviews and re-enact- 
ments, Watkins meditates on the way that 
the global arms race not transformed the 
geopolitics of U.S.-Soviet relations, but also 
the lives of tiny countries (Tahiti, for 
instance), in addition to transforming the 
psyches of people around the world. 

Did ! mention that The Journey is 14 
hours long? It is a huge project, one of the 
most ambitious pieces of documentary cine- 
ma | know of. In terms not only of scope and 
historical reach, but also of high moral aspi- 
tations, it reminds me of Claude Lanzmann’s 
Shoah (which checks in at a comparatively 
brief 9 hours). 

Italso reminds me of that film for formal 
reasons. Just as images shot out of a train 
form a kind of spine for Shoah, The Journey 
has recurring images of the “White Train." 
Used by the US govemment to transport 
nuclear weapons, it was always highly 
secure, and its travel itinerary was a tightly 
guarded secret. But in the 1980s, groups of 
activists tried to shut it down, sometimes by 
putting their bodies down on the tracks. 
Given how obsessed this film is with media 
representation, these images seem especial- 
ly eerie. Often shot on highly grainy Super 8 
film, they are washed out, usually pretty 
shaky, and feel rather ghostly, They are 
awfully melancholy for such a fiery, commit- 
ted and demanding film. 

Watkins lives in Hamilton, Ontario these 
days, from where he occasionally issues a 
missive on the role of the mass media plays 
in the manipulation of consciousness and 
the perpetuation of semi-totalitarian govern- 
ments. These statements, like The Journey, 



















Not a crucifyin’ matter 


Gibson gets a little lash happy, 
but Passion is what it says

MAN, IT’S TOUGH TO BE A HERETIC, 
especially when you're right. The 
very idea that anyone could survive 
half the torture Jesus Christ went 
though in this breathtaking film is 
preposterous; but then again, you 
have to remember who we're deal- 
ing with. Aragorn-like James 
Caviezel is playing the Son of God, a 
reluctant superhero ulcerously fac- 
ing his own torturous destruction 
And for the record, for all you Jews 
or Romans out there looking for a 
fight, there’s nothing controversial 
about The Passion, save that it’s the 
first time this 1,971-year-old morality 
play has ever been produced with 
the visual sensibilities of a full-on 
Rob Zombie meat flick. As writer, 
director and bank-roller, Mel Gibson 
never holds back. 

And as evil as it is for the Jews to 
be scapegoated to this day for 
Christ's undoing, there’s such a 
nutty lapse in logic to the accusation, 
it’s stunning that it survives. 
Consider: if it was indeed unholy 
Satan’s mission to stop J.C. Superstar 
from being sacrificed, to offer him 
that last temptation and erase the 
New Testament, how can believers 
really attack anyone who ensured 
Jesus's painful ascension into mar- 
tyrdom? 

Asa kicker, Christ's entire mes- 
sage is of forgiveness, and some of 
the most effective scenes come from 
this, as the superstitious Roman foot 
soldiers begin to realize, too late, the 
consequences of their brutal acts. 
Their ground-level reactions are 
incredibly engaging, and Gibson’s 
straight direction needs further cred- 
it here. Every time the bloodied 
cross-bearer makes silent eye contact 
with those strangers powerless to 
save him is a good excuse for a lump 
in your throat. To imagine being 
some dope in the crowd that fateful 
day increasingly disgusted with this 
ragged man’s fate is staggering. 
Indeed, The Passion of Chest is 
painful to watch on every level, and 
almost impossible to escape with a 
dry eye. And I’m not evena reli- 


For those of us schooled in Christ 
largely thanks to the rhymes of 
Andrew Lloyd Webber, the film 
opens up during the “take this cup 
away from me, for I don’t want to 
drink its poison” scene. Jesus, visibly 
sweating blood, is shambling 
around in the moonlight, full of the 
most human doubt we get from him 
in the movie. It’s a wise front porch, 
though in some ways I would have 
preferred a more linear telling of the 
story for the sake of drama. For 
example, Jesus telling Peter that he 
will deny knowing him thrice has 
more impact with extra distance and 
foreshadowing. But Gibson flashes 
back to it after the fact. It’s a small 
complaint, more than made up for 
by the brilliance of the whole movie 
being subtitled from Hebrew and 
Latin, which is impossibly effective if 
for no other reason than it de- 
Hollywoods it utterly. 

Standing over doubting Jesus in 
Gethsemane is the androgynous 
form of a Twin Peaks-style Satan 
(Rosalinda Celentano), with shaved 
eyebrows and the odd over-the-top 
maggot crawling from his-her-its 
nose. It’s in moments like this that 
Gibson approaches hokiness, but the 
stunning reality of nearly two hours 
of torture and whipping with shards 
of glass otherwise roots us. You can 
see his cheese-gratered ribs by the 
end. Ugh. 

Pontius Pilate, played beautifully 
by Hristo Shopov, joins a long line of 
successful actors to take on the role, 
and this script in particular illus- 
trates what a bleeding and beaten 
Christ soon tells Pilate himself: That 
they are both powerless against the 
will of the mob and ultimately God. 
Poor suckers. Pilate is politically con- 
scious that he is doomed regardless 
of what he does, foresight Judas 
(Luca Lionello) wishes he'd had. 

Again here, Gibson gets a little 
crackers with his depiction of a 
cursed and hallucinating Judas, but 
I'll give him another break seeing as 
overall he’s made the definitive 
Jesus Christ film, and probably the 
most spectacular religious movie 
ever shot. 

Now if the old road warrior 
would get into some Old Testament 
stuff like a two-hour Noah’s Ark, we 
could really pull out the firecrack- .

proaches to reviewing a film like 
Eurotrip—you can look at it from 
within the sub-genre or genre, or 
from outside of the genre complete- 
ly. 

4 If you approach the movie from 
outside of the genre, you're usually 
taking the Academy Award Best 
Picture approach where a movie is 
important because it’s serious, dra- 
matic, and therefore meaningful. 
This is why few comedies win 
Academy Awards. 

Then there’s the within-the-genre 
approach. How does Eurotrip stack 
up with other films found in the 
“comedy” section of the video store? 
Is it lesser by default because it’s 
rude ‘n’ crude with plenty of body 
gags, boobies, and pop-punk on the 
soundtrack? 

Or, you can approach it as an 
example of the “teen comedy” sub- 
genre, where lowball body humour, 
boobies, and a Sum-4lish sound- 
track are simply requirements, like 
gunfights and horses in a western or 
a tearful reconciliation and violin- 
heavy score in a romance. 

It's most useful to look at Eurotrip 
from the last perspective, because if 
you're even contemplating seeing it, 
you're already expecting the bastard 
offspring of Porky's and Roadtrip. 
What's key is how the film uses the 
teen-comedy clichés to achieve its 


On the front line of this mission is 
(Scott Mechlowicz). When his 
girlfriend (Smallville's Kristin Kreuk) 
dumps him at grad, he gets drunk 
and tells off his German Internet pen 


the slacker accompanying his buddy 
to what he thinks will be the Land of 
Frequent Casual Sex. Shortly after 
arriving they meet up with twins 
Jenny (Buffy The Vampire Slayer's 
Michelle Trachtenburg) and Jamie 
(Travis Wester). She's the hot girl 
everyone treats as one of the guys, 
and he follows Frommer's travel 
guide religiously. 

The ensuing misadventures with 
soccer hooligans, a nude beach, 
antagonistic street performers, an 
absinthe binge, impoverished 
Eastern European ghettos, a Hitler- 
emulating preschooler, sex clubs 
casual sex, and more sex aim for 
maximum offensiveness. It even cul- 
minates with a trashing of the 
Vatican, a papal impersonation, and 
sex in a confessional booth. Funny 
that it should open the same week- 
end as The Passion. 

The film doesn’t just make fun of 
European culture, though. It also 
trashes ignorant American tourists 
(apparently the working title was 
The Ugly Americans), and takes most 
of its jokes to such ridiculous 
extremes that it’s rarely mean-spirit- 


When the guys go toa nude beach 
in hopes of ogling free-spirited Euro- 
women, they discover it full of a 
creepy assortment of international 
guys making the same assumption. 
When Jenny shows up in her bikini, 
there’s a zombie movie moment 
that’s probably the funniest instance 
of male nudity laid to film. Yes, 
women are objectified, but guys are 
drooling morons for indulging it. 

The movie has its share of misses 
(mostly unnecessary booby 
humour), but the laugh-out-loud 
tally is much higher than average, 
thanks in part to energetic guest 
stars like Vinnie Jones as an insane 
Manchester United fan, Lucy 
Lawless as an unforgiving domina- 
trix, and Matt Damon as a punk 
dude singing a catchy anthem about 
sex with Scotty’s ex.

WHEN PATRICE LUMUMBA, 
the “Malcolm X of the Congo,” was 
brutally tortured and assassinated 
in January of 1961, the surge of 
hope his leadership had inspired 
died with the man himself. A mere 
six months after Lumumba earned 
the position of prime minister of his 
newly independent country, Congo 
was forced into years of neocolo- 
nialist rule. To this day, the people 
of Democratic Republic of Congo 
continue to struggle for true inde- 
pendence amidst the ravages of a 
regional war that has been in full 
force since 1998. 

Raoul Peck’s film resurrects and 
illuminates the true life story of 
Lumumba and his work to not only 
liberate his country from Belgium’s 
stronghold, but also to unite Africa 
against its oppressors, all while 
American, Belgian and CIA 
involvement conspired and quickly 
effected his violent demise. 

This Saturday, The Council of 
Canadians of African and 
Caribbean Heritage join forces with 
the programming wizards at Metro 
Cinema to bring you an evening of 
art and politics aimed at raising 
both funds and awareness for DRC. 

The evening is divided into two 
parts. Part one begins with an 
introduction by event organizer 
Malcolm Azania, an entertaining 
orator, followed by the screening of 
two short films. The first, Thomas 
Sankara, directed by Balufu Bakupa 
Kanyinda, documents the life of the 
man who helped lead Burkina Faso 
into its struggle for self-determina- 
tion. The second, Profit and Nothing 
But!, is directed by Peck, who here 
aims his questioning camera at cap- 
italism, contrasting its blind accep- 
tance with the devastating poverty 
in his homeland of Haiti. 

The second half of the evening, 
the screening of the feature-length 
Lumumba, again begins with a brief 
introduction by Azania. 

The screenings are considered 
separate events, but full-evening 
passes are available. Ticket sales 
will pay for the films only: through 
donations, organizers hope to help 
fund sustainable water purification 
resources for the people of DRC. 
“There’s an NGO called CAWST 
who developed a low-cost filter 
which purifies water and is low- 
tech, which is very critical, because 
if you go high-tech, people can’t 
repair them: they just don’t have 
the infrastructure,” explains 
Azania. “1 mean, hell, if you or I 
had a million dollar windmill on 
our property, we wouldn’ t know 
how to fix it.” 

Canadians’ lack " awareness or 
apathy does not erase our culpabili- 
ty in DRC’s struggles, Azania 
points out.

SHORT FILMMAKING IS SOMETIMES 
a thankless task. 

While local filmmakers toil away 
at their work, it’s still rare to be able 
to see many of the completed shorts 
outside of a festival context. 

Luckily for Albertan filmmakers, 
the Alberta Media Arts Alliance and 
Metro Cinema has for the last six 
years curated and toured a package 
of Alberta-made short films called 
Prairie Tales. The 14 films for this 
year’s edition were selected by tour 
coordinator Leslea Kroll, Sandi 
Somers from herland Film Festival 
in Calgary, Calgary video artist Jim 
Goertz, Edmonton filmmaker Kelly 
Service, and Joel Maendel, Metro 
Cinema executive director. 

“It basically works the same every 
year,” explains Kroll. “Metro 


Cinema sends out an open call to 
artists throughout the province for 
pieces that were made in the last 18 
months, that are less than 20 minutes 
and made by residents of Alberta. 
There were 40-plus films this year. It 
was great!” 

Unfortunately, having such boun- 
ty meant winnowing down those 40 
films down to the current, lean pro- 
gramme. 

“One of the hard things about the 
way that this program is structured 
is that it has to be about 90 minutes 
in total, so there were many tough 
calls. I don’t like to refer to it as “The 
Best of Alberta,” because there is a 
lot of great stuff—we would have 
liked to include more. The selection 
is very wide; it’s a diverse sampling. 
For example, there are four anima- 
tion pieces, and in that category 
there are four very different films. 
Tangly Wood is marionettes, CTRL+C 
is computer animation, Carma is 
more traditional pen-and-paper ani-

mation, and Alien is cameraless, | 
think it’s indicative of what’s hap- 
pening in Alberta.”

ARRESTED DEVELOPMENT LEADER, 
Speech, while driving with his wife 
to a meeting in Atlanta, Georgia, is 
reminiscing about his last trip to 
Edmonton. “We were there with 
Hootie and the Blowfish,” he recalls 
“Well, it was actually my solo thing, 
so it was Speech with Hootie and the 
Blowfish, and it was actually, uh, 
cool.” Must’ve been quite the experi- 
ence, hanging with the un-funkiest 
guys in the rock universe. “No, they 
were really, really nice guys,” he says 
defensively. “And I sorta like the 
whole concept of doing that, intro- 
ducing people to new things.” 

After delivering one of the biggest- 
selling hip-hop albums of the early 
"90s (3 Years, 5 Months, and 2 Days In 
The Life of...), Speech broke up 
Arrested Development in favour of a 
solo career that never quite took off. 
The crowds still came out in places 
like Asia, but North America turned 
a cold shoulder, and Speech found 
himself on the outside looking in. 

“Without a question,” he agrees, 
“{but] it was a good thing overall 
because it taught me again why I do 
this music. I do it because I love it, 
and despite the crowds, etc., etc., I 
think all musicians who've been 





through success need to get a 
refresher course.” 

That way, at least they'd be ready 
for the shark tank that is hip hop— 
where once-revered acts like A.D., 
KRS-One, and Public Enemy are 
generally ignored or, in some cases, 
even denigrated. 

“| think it’s a statement on black 
culture and also slavery,” Speech 
interjects. “The thing that was 
ingrained in people’s minds from 
the time of slavery was that there 
was no respect for ancestry. Now, in 
African culture there was; but, in 
American culture, because of slav- 
ery, that was knocked out of people. 
It’s just this survival of the fittest 
mentality,” he says a little sadly. “1 
think that that’s really carried on to 
this day—that black people, in gener- 
al, really don’t appreciate our leg- 
ends as much as every other race or 
music genre. 

“Don’t get me wrong; there's defi- 
nitely, uh... this is not across the 
board. There’re people like myself 
who respect old hip-hop groups or 
writers, whatever. But, I’m just say- 
ing, in general, if you ask ten black 
people on the street who, say, their 
favourite black writer is, I don’t 
think they’d be able to name one.” 

In many ways, that kind of educa- 
tion was one of the purposes of con- 
scious hip hop: to teach and nurture 











respect in the community. But 
gangsta rap was a fait accompli in 
hip hop; the more progressive rap- 
pers simply couldn’t stand up to the 
influx of dour thugs rapping about 
guns, money, and hos. Speech and 
the newly reconstituted Arrested 
Development (including Montsho 
Eshe, Rasa Don, and Baba Oje, but 
lacking original members Headliner 
and Taree) hope to swing the pendu- 
lum back to what many consider

ed to do, when he changed funk for- 
ever, was keep the groove going 
because he couldn’t stand how short 
the favourite parts of his records 
were.

Turning to produc- 
ing, he and the Furious Five pro- 
duced two of the most important rap 
records in history: the urban-protest 
song “The Message” and the time- 
less party jam “Apache.” Still going 
strong, Grandmaster Flash will drop 
the funk ona bill with Arrested 
Development at Rum Jungle tonight. 
Although plans for a telephone inter- 
view fell through, he was still able to 
answer SEE’s questions by email ear- 
lier this week. 


SEE: Who, or what, got you into the 
funk in the first place? 

GMF: It was my father who instilled 
in mea love of music, then Kool 
Herc. 


What did you all think of hip hop 
in the earliest days? Was it the new 
blues, the new funk to you? Or did 
you feel as though you were taking 
off towards some completely differ- 
ent thing? 

We didn’t think about it like that, we 
just loved doing it. There was no 
plan, just the love. Disco was the big 
thing at that time and this was some- 
thing to call our own.

TO LOCAL BLUES FANS WHO'VE 
seen him play, Trevor Finlay’s 2003 
recording Home Tonight may prove to 
be a somewhat unexpected listen. The 
Ottawa—based guitarist, songwriter, 
and singer is usually seen tearing it 
up at the Blues on Whyte with a 
band. The repertoire usually leans 
heavily on blues-flavoured rock, funk, 


and rockabilly performed with an 


infectious, dance-floor-filling, energy. 
The new album, featuring mostly 
acoustic material, has given Finlay the 
chance to spread his artistic wings a 
little bit and work outside the “blu 
rocker” box. The baker’s dozen collec 
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tion of tunes on the album includes 
six originals paired with offerings by 
The Band (“Up on Cripple Creek”), 
Dylan (“All Along the Watchtower”) 
and Tom Waits. There’s even a ver- 
sion of Tampa Red’s “You Can't Get 
That Stuff No More,” with guest Tony 
Don guitar.

Politic Live take their message to CMW; 
Dirtbags dust of anew CD 


POLITIC LIVE 


WHEN YOU HAVE GROUPS RIVAL- 
ing one another, the politics 
involved can be rather treacherous; 
however, when you're talking about 
artistic competition among hip-hop 
artists who must contend for an 
audience in a decidedly urban- 
unfriendly town, things can get 
about seven shades more sinister. 
But Edmonton-bred, hip-hop 
philosopher Bercham Richards (aka 
Dirt Gritie) of Politic Live is one 
artist who isn’t letting negativity flat- 
ten his determination: he’s deter- 
mined to help build a listening com- 
munity for local rappers worthy of 
national attention. 

The rhyme-resonating crew 
assembled by Richards Is set to take 
on Canadian Music Week in 
Toronto next month, making them 
the first hip-hop group to ever repre- 
sent our fair city at the festival. 
“We're hoping to try to get a little 
more attention put on the Edmonton 
community, so that people in 
Toronto, Vancouver, and the rest of 
Canada realize there is a lot of gen- 
uine talent in this city. Someone has 
to start things moving if we are ever 
going to be recognized, so we are 
doing it ourselves,” Richards 
remarks with sincerity. “We're in 
Alberta, which is the capitol of rock 
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‘n’ roll and country, but that’s why 
we have to make sure people are 
made aware of all the talented 
groups that are doing something dif- 
ferent—we've got to get people’s 
attention.” 

Together for over ten years, and 
rapping professionally for five, 
Politic Live has become one of the 
city’s longest-running hip-hop 
groups. Their diverse blend of club- 
anthems and chiming street compo- 
sitions are sewn together with a dis- 
tinctive contemporary sound, but 
Richards says achieving success in 
the prairies hasn't been easy even for 
a group as tightly woven as this, and 
he thinks there is still a lot of room 
for improvement in our urban scene. 
“| think [the community] is fickle 
right now and there are too many 
groups that have a lot of tension 
between [them],” Richards explains; 
“We don’t have enough support in 
this city for one urban group to 
make it, So everyone is competing 
against each other.” 

“Everyone's taking shots and 
bringing everyone else down instead 
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of trying to build a base [from 
which] we can all succeed. What 
people don’t realize is that you can’t 
hold someone down without hold- 
ing yourself down,” he continues. “If 
I see someone who's better than me I 
think, T’ve got to be better,’ and 
that’s a healthier kind of competi- 
tion. Artists need to focus on what 
they are doing and eventually we'll 
all get better—the bar will be raised, 
and people will start to recognize 
that.” 

And it seems Politic Live has been 
heeding their own advice when it 
comes to working hard on their own 
craft and staying out of the name- 
calling games. Dedicated to cultivat- 
ing a following, the boys have stuck 
it out over the years and learned to 
take their role as artists to heart. 
“Earlier on in our careers we would 
get aggravated because we weren't 
being noticed, but now we know 
that we are the ones who are in 
charge of whether people accept us 
or not,” Richards explains. “If we 
ever do make it, I'd just like people 
to say that we deserve it. “ 

Only time will tell if Politic Live 
will have what it takes to turn all the 
right heads and perk all the neces- 
sary eyebrows. At least they'll be 
bringing a bit of the spotlight back 
with them to help light up 
Edmonton's much-ignored urban 
scene. 


DIRTBAGS 
THERE COMES A TIME IN EVERY 
young punks life when sticky, egg- 
white Mohawks and le’ Chateau, 
faux-fashionable attire just isn’t 
enough to satisfy the rebellious 
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pangs of adolescence. For local 
power-chord junkies the Dirtbags, 
engaging in your stereotypical 
scream about ex-girlfriends and 
skateboards, from beneath the 
trendy facade of punk, never really 
struck a chord. Instead, the four- 
some—who are celebrating their 
debut CD release this week—have 
chosen a more poignant path, churn- 
ing out songs laden with political 
messages. 

“We write mostly political things, 
and we haven't really written any- 
thing that isn’t in that vein; there are 
a lot of songs of ours that are about 
religion, war, how we're treated, and 
how the world is,” explains 
Dirtbags’ guitarist “Junkyard” Jeff 
Letourneau. “We've always liked 
political music because we feel if you 
have the opportunity to say some- 
thing then you should say it— 
instead of singing about the same 
old stuff.” 

While Edmonton has always been 
known to harbour a fairly healthy 
punk music scene, Letourneau says 
he sees his band’s more incisive lyri- 
cal base as being a unique feature to 





their band. “T don’t really know if 
what we're doing is all that different 
than what other political bands have 
done, but we don’t think there are 
many bands in Edmonton witha 
message,” he clarifies. 

From anti-religion albums, to war- 
opposing opuses, the Dirtbags’ new 
album features several songs with 
an unapologetically controversial 
twist. In their three-year career as a 
performing band, Letourneau says 
they have yet to spark any com- 
plaints with their messages. Yet he 
admits he is curious to see what hap- 
pens after their lyrics go a little more 
public. “We haven't had any contro- 
versy over it yet because our CD is 
just coming out, so I suppose there 
aren’t many people who've had the 
chance to hear what we have to 
say,” he notes. “We're punks after 
all, so you can’t really understand 
what we're saying, but we've print- 
ed out the lyrics to go with the CD. 
We'll just wait and see what people 
think of us once they know what 
we're really about.”

THE LAST TIME MACK 10, WC, AND ICE CUBE 
combined forces was to drop Westside 
Connectiun’s debut record Bow Down, about a 
month before Tupac’s still-unsolved murder. 
Needless to say, the Cali trio's initial existence 
banked heavily on the bi-costal animosity that 
plagued rap at the time. Bow Down, a fierce 
entry into the G-funk genre, established Mack 
10 as a lyrical threat and proved that Ice Cube 
was just as pissed almost ten years after NWA. 
Terrorist Threats won't repeat the multi-plat- 
inum success of Bow Down, and one has to 
wonder what motivated this reunion. America 
couldn't be more in need of some vehement 
hip-hop self-criticism, but, unfortunately, 
Terrorist Threats shines rather less than fake 
gold chains in their political aspirations. Tracks 
like “Potential Victims” and “Call 9-1-1” casual- 
ly diss the gaping hole between America’s 
haves and have-nots—Which category do 
these guys fall into?—but the ferocity is mild 
compared to some Ice Cube's past attacks 
Lyrics like “After 9-11 niggas got patriotic/On 
9-12 I'm like, “fuck it nigga, where's my chron- 
ic,” doesn't really pack a lot of revolutionary 
punch. Realistically, at this point in Ice Cube's 
career, how much can he really denounce 
Amerikkka when making this album probably 
required him to take time off shooting the 
sequel to Vin Diesel’s XXX?

Remix 
caught up with Kaskade last week 
from his California home. 


Remix Your style is very smooth 
but very esoteric as well. What did 
you grow up listening to? Detroit 
techno, UK Progressive, Chicago 
house? 

Kaskade: Chicago house. When you 
hear the more crunchy, more jackin’ 
stuff—that’s what I liked when I was 
growing up. That's where I spent the 
first 20 years of my life. It was the 
teen scene in Chicago that intro- 
duced me to the music. 


There was a teen scene in 
Edmonton too, but it basically 
groomed you for the Top 40 bar 
scene. What was the teen scene like 
in Chicago? 

It was very progressive. They were 
doing very forward thinking stuff. 
And Medusa’s was a club-that any 
kid interested in music in Chicago 
would have gone to. Frankie 
Knuckles actually held a residency 
there on Friday nights before he 
moved to New York. That was ‘85- 
86, and they'd play everything from 
punk to Eurobeat—and Chicago 
house, of course. « 
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How do you feel about the fact that 
so many clubs and DJs spin only 
one kind of music for their patrons? 
It's so absurd. It’s all gotten so 
absurd. People must go out of their 
mind just listening to the same stuff 
all the time. I think the whole micro- 
aw thing is killing the scene in the 
ong run. Back at Medusa’s, you'd 
hear “Jack Your Body” next to 
Ministry's “Everyday Is

Was Chicago where you started to 
think about being a producer and 
DJ?

Ijust bought 
the tracks that I’d heard in clubs and 
liked but thought about it more 
when I moved out West and started 
Dj-ing to put myself through college. 
Do you think that it’s a good thing 
ora bad thing that a really great 
DJ eventually has to make a 
record to get booked for outside 
gigs and tours? 

I guess it's just the nature of the 
beast, man. Promoters try to have 
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his San Francisco home

For people not familiar with the 
West Coast sound, describe the 
feel of it.

Puritans,who were going to tear his country 
apart.” The Bard’s script, he adds, shows deep 
insights into characters on all sides of the equa- 
tion. “Things happen between Angelo and 
Isabella, but it goes in stages,” Storch says. 
“Angelo says, ‘What—do I love her?’ And it 
may be that this is love that goes wrong, love 
that goes very bad.” 

Isabella, Smith says, causes feelings to sur- 
face in Angelo that may not have surfaced 
before. “She leaves him thrown off his mark,” 
explains Smith, who agrees that audiences will 
be challenged to recognize shades of grey, just 


Making the play even more intriguing is the 
fact that Measure for Measure is one the less fre- 
quently produced of Shakespeare’s works. 
MacDonald says he saw it once in France. 
Storch and Alexandra Smith both cite sources 
that refer to the play as one of the Bard’s most

popular, but they haven't seen it. Director Bob 
Baker appeared in it once (at Stratford in 1975, 
directed by former Citadel AD Robin Phillips) 
and saw it again about a decade later 

“For the last 29 years I have remained 
intrigued by it. | wanted to revisit it at some 
point—it is one of [the] top five plays I've 
wanted to share with an audience,” Baker said 
“T hope I don’t blow it.” 

The play, he feels, is about corruption and 
abuse of power and, ultimately, about forgive- 
ness. “The ability of someone to forgive when 
they have been unjustly accused or assaulted 
in some way, the ability to forgive, is huge— 
and I find it very healing.” 

MacDonald agrees. His character feels the 
need to do something to solve all the moral 
decay in his community, so he hands it all over 
to the hard-liner. “But the result is that every- 
one comes to the realization that the middle 
ground is better,” says MacDonald. “And in 
this case the middle ground is mercy.”

AN ALL-STAR EDMONTON THEATRE 
cooperative is giving a rock ‘1’ roll 
spin to William Shakespeare's The 
Winter's Tale. 

Dubbed The Winter's Tale Project, 
this adaptation is penned by River 
City musical theatre mainstays Chris 
Wynters and Bridget Ryan (who also 
directs the show) and features a 
who's who of the local thespian and 
music scenes, lead by Christian 
Goutsis, Pamela Gordon, and 
Christian Mena. 

“We're so lucky to have sucha 
great cast,” Ryan says of the 21-per- 
son cooperative producing the ambi- 
tious musical. 

The cutting-edge production 


boasts a bevy of experienced musical 
theatre stalwarts. Calgary’s Christian 
Goutsis, last seen at the Citadel 
singing the role of Doody in Grease, 
plays King Leontes; Pamela Gordon, 
memorable as Sandy in the Citadel's 
Grease, portrays the king’s wife, 
Hermione; Christian Mena, the lead 
singer and a founder of the 
Maracujah and a talented musical 
theatre actor featured in a major 
L.A./touring production of Rent, 
Plays Polixenes, Leontes’ best friend; 
Metis Mutt’s Sheldon Elter takes on 
the king’s advisor Camillo; Jocelyn 
Ahlf is Paulina, “one of Shakespeare's 
strongest characters”; and Jeremy 
Baumung, last seen in the autobio- 
graphical Dead Man Talking, plays the 
narrator, a role expanded in the 
Wynters/Ryan version. 

Equating their project to genre- 
bending Shakespeare-inspired films 
like Titus, Ryan says this adaptation 
began life as a commission for Tim 
Ryan‘s second-year musical theatre 
class at Grant MacEwan College. 

“We had both written shows, both 
loved musical theatre and decided to 
write a big fat musical,” she says, not- 
ing that there was a large dose of syn- 
chronicity in the choice of the subject 
matter. “I was in Tim’s office and 


looked at the bookshelf and The 
Winter's Tale just jumped out at me. 
I’ve always loved the play’s timeless 
themes of retribution and redemp- 
tion.” 

“Chris has written 21 rock and roll 
songs for the show, and while the 
story and the characters are the same, 
the text is very different,” says Ryan, 
author of the musical’s book. 

Ina nutshell, the play documents 
the emotional chaos (including a 
child being abandoned and a 
Hermione dying of grief) after 
Leontes thinks he sees Hermione and 
Polixenes “sharing a look.” 

While “everything in the play does 
spiral downwards from that moment 
of jealousy,” Ryan sees the play also 
embodying a powerful lesson about 
forgiveness and retribution. 

“Even though some people see for- 
giveness as a sign of weakness, there 
is hopeful, magic quality to the act,” 
she says, noting that the world’s 
major leaders could stand to lear 
that particular lesson. 

“We seem to have lost our ability 
to admit we are wrong at the 
moment, but ultimately I do believe 
that it is.cool to forgive and one of the 
most powerful things on the planet,” 
she says, underlining that the 
“power-hungry” Leontes’ 
obsession with. ce face is not 
all that different from the pride- 
fueled face-off between Bush and 
Saddam prior to the invasion of Iraq.

creation, Amour, acide et noix, a nucle- 
us of four young dancers splits into 
two atoms called couples, each mean- 
dering through the passion and pit- 
falls of their relationship. As they 
meet, make contact, and carry each 
other's weight, literally, on their 
shoulders, we at once drift into life at 
its most intimate. 

Oh yeah—then there's that one 
equally intimate detail I’ve left out. 
In interviews for Amour, acide et noix, 
Léveillé has found himself answer- 
ing a few too many questions on a 
rather tiresome subject: the dancers 
are naked, and in this production it’s 
more than just one boob. 

“One critic described the dancers’ 
bodies as faces,” says Léveillée, “and 
I very much agree. There is some 
voyeurism at first, but it only lasts 
for a few minutes, and as you watch 
you move into this wonderful place 
of freedom.” 

Léveillé has always exercised a 
proclivity for breaking conventions. 
Yet nudity, in the case of Amour, 
acide et noix, is not an element includ- 
ed for shock value, nor as a back- 
room decision to sell tickets. 
Léveillée made the decision rather 
last minute, when creating the piece, 
and, to date, there are few (if any) 
critics who have misread its contri- 
bution. Léveillée exposes the skin as 
our real shell. One could apply all 
the principles of naturism to the pro- 
duction’s aesthetic, yet here the 
choreographer digs even deeper to 
explore the endless, metaphorical 
layers of “skin” we wear and shed 
ona daily basis: fragility, vulnerabili- 


_ ty, loneliness, desire, and reality—all 


the inner and outer masks of life. 
“Once you've seen it, you realize 
the skin is the costume,” says 


Léveillée. “There is something raw 
about each intention or emotion, and 
also this ability to be beaten like a 
rock. There is a real tenderness that 
develops.” 

A veteran Montreal dancer and 
instructor founded his troupe in 
1991. With an undeniably ‘70s influ- 
ence, and with a minimalist 
approach to form, which is evident 
in creations like Le Sacré du 
printemps, Les traces, l'Exil ou la mort 
and Utopie, Léveillée has always 
explored rhythm, tempo, and exper- 
imental, repetitive movement. These 
days, the company has been more 
focused on a less character-driven 








form of narrative, a raw body in 
space; this is the human quality that 
has always been at the heart of 
Léveillé’s creations and that now 
finds its place along side Reality TV 
asa sort of Reality Dance. 

Set to a music score that blends 
Vivaldi, Zeppelin, and Rammstein 
(How do you say eclectic?) the title of 
the productiona is of particular signif- 
icance for Léveillé. 

Léveillé describes, “It deals with 
the core of things, and I wanted a 
title that would be in line with that. 
Love is what it is—a certain open- 
ness—and the minute you have fear, 
you close that out. The ‘acid’ is a

kind of energy and substance, and in 
that sense I have been very much 
inspired by street youth.” 

As Léveillé celebrates the three- 
year anniversary of taking Amour. 


__ acide et noix around the world, his 


work-in-progress, La pudeur des ice- 
bergs, is in preparation for its June 
debut in Montreal. Featuring the 
same dancers, La pudeur des icebergs 
is linked in other ways to Amou) 
acide et noix, at least in its attempt to 
free characters of dramatic restraints 
and reveal them on stage as simply 
human. 

“It’s very pure and about truth, 
somehow,” Léveillé observes, “but 
I'm still exploring a lot of things. It’s 
very fragile—changing one element 
can take down the whole produc- 
tion.” 

The international success of 
Amour, acide et noix may be hard to 
beat, but Léveillée commits little 
time to those concerns. After 30 
years, he’s carved a comfortable 
place for himself in an always-exper- 
imental dance career. 

“1 don’t know if | do things so 
much ona conscious level. | have 
this reputation of pushing things to 
the extreme. Amour, acide ef noix is 
more formal, Zen-like. You don’t 
see, for example, teenaged charac- 
ters—just people. But in the future, 
I'll have to find a good reason to put 
clothes back on them.”

THIS MAY BE AN ODD THING FOR 
a theatre critic to say, but I’ve never 
been all that fond of farces: 

So imagine how thrilled I was to 
discover that while QuickChange 
Productions’ presentation of Carl 
Sternheim’s The Underpants might be 
billed as a farce, it happily deviates 
from the type in several key ways 

Case in point: the over-the-top rib- 
ald domestic comedy set off by a 
young housewife Louise Maske 
(played with a brilliant balance of 
fragility and pent-up energy by 
Tracey Power) and her public sepa- 
ration from a pair of underpants, is 
certainly fast-paced and performed 
in an enviably quick-on-its-feet man- 
ner with a spot-on sense of timing 
and direction, but it doesn’t boast 
the totally breathless frantic feel of 
most other farces I’ve seen. 

Not only does it take its own 
sweet time setting up the action—in 
particular a wondrous opening salvo 
of practiced righteous indignation 
by bourgeois Theo Maske (played 
with panache by Troy O’ Beast, 
who looks all too comfortable in the 
bushy walrus mustache he sports in 
the creation of his bombastic late- 
Empire civil servant)—it also avoids 
the sfiiat overblown ee you 
te with the trope. 








(i.e., Theo is a big deconstruction of 
the Edwardian obsession with “real” 
masculinity that swept Europe and 
North America in an era of rapid 
industrialization) and manages to 
keep a couple of very melancholy 
characters from falling too deep into 
out-and-out pathos. 

In particular I’m thinking of Scott 
Walters’ hyper-nervous, ever- 
hypochondriac Benjamin Cohen 
(continually forced to hide his 
Jewish roots, all the while besotted 
by the nationalistic composer 
Richard Wagner) and the larger- 
than-life upstairs neighbour 
Gertrude Deuter (played with deep- 
voiced, scenery-chewing joy by 
Colleen Wheeler). These two charac- 
ters could easily turn into cartoons of 
themselves, but were kept under 
tight reign by thespians who know 
the limits of their character's comic 
realities. 

I was also totally taken by Garett 
Ross’ oddball Frank Versati: a 
proudly unpublished poet with a 
flair for deeply mismatched and 
mainly off-kilter metaphors. 
(Describing the potential triangle 
between Theo, Louise and himself, 
he says “I’m the flint, you're the fire, 
and he’s the wet piece of wood”). 

I was a bit saddened to see how 
many of Versati’s bon mots seemed 
to go over the audience's heads, but 
was overall pleased by Ross's ability 
to create such a laughable character 
without coming across at all mean- 
spirited. 
Finally, high praise for a totally 
well-conceived set of physical prop- 
erties that dared to deviate from the 
historical norm. No typical 1910s 
retro-kitsch for this cutting-edge

Teatro La Quindicina’s revival of 
The Vile Governess and Other 
Psychodramas is a murky romp 
through the seamy underbelly of 
bourgeois Vienna circa 1923. Beware 
Lemoine aficionados! The Vile 
Governess certainly lives up to its 
name: there is little of the frothy 
whipped cream and delicate wit 
here—the humour cuts and lashes as 
tuthlessly as Fraulein Peitschlag’s 
brutally wielded bullwhip. Lemoine 
seems to scratch at the scab of civili- 
ty, as he uncovers the veiled yet 
seething lust that apparently lurks 
beneath even the most staid and 
proper facade. That, or he just decid- 
ed to have a good time sending up 
all those early 20th Century dramas 
with their (then) au courant depic- 
tions of infidelity, dark secrets and 
syphilis. (Shh! Don’t bring the kids!). 
The cast of six doesn’t so much 
caper through the action as wallow 
in this pit of murky despair. There 
are the creepily wholesome girls, 
Gretchen (Brianna Buckmaster) and 
Astrid (Leona Brausen) innocent

inheritors of their father Karl's (Jeff 
Haslam) duplicity. There are the 
women vying for his love—his wife 
the erstwhile star of operetta and 
stage Fritzi (Marianne Copithorne), 
and the forbidding, whip-wielding 
woman of the sculptural cheekbones 
Martha Peitschlag (Davina Stewart), 
the Vile Governess herself. Oh, and 
Andrew Kushnir as the gutes hound 
Bubi. 

The ensemble attacks these roles 
with gusto, sinking their teeth into 
Lemoine’s wordy yet bleak script— 
lines like “You're wicked and cor- 
rupt and your motives are obscure” 
and “The sun, give me the sun” ring 
through the theatre as the unfortu- 
nate Lindemans’ lives crumble like 
stale Sachertorte around them. 
Lipstick takes on a whole new sym- 
bolism here and a tarantella becomes 
the measure of madness. 

That tarantella, unforgettable for 
the tableau of Marianne Copithorne, 
smeared lipstick and all, delicately 


yet maniacally stepping through the 
rhythms of Rossini’s “La Danza” is 
the highlight of the show. The stag- 
ing is inspired, with a despairing 
Haslam downstage and, behind the 
piano, hair waving, a transfixed 
Davina Stewart, accompanying this 
dance into madness. The sight was _ 
enough to put the opening night 
audience into convulsions. 

The standout here, although the 
cast is made up of Teatro stalwarts, 
each enjoyable to watch, is Marianne 
Copithorne’s Fritzi. Copithorne’s 
presence here is rather like a manic, 
cracked china doll. There’s some- 
thing unwholesomely endearing, 
here, and her portrayal is rather like 
the sound of nails on a chalkboard 
come to life. 

And, yes, and what of the Other 
Psychodramas? In and of themselves 
they are bizarrely funny vignettes of 
life on the edge, but are overshad- 
owed by the monolithic gothic shad- 
ow of Vile Governess. Certainly, 
Sinners 3 is a deeply self-absorbed 
domestic drama as a husband and 
wife are torn apart by his infidelity 
and a guttersnipe (again Marianne 
Copithorne, looking and sounding 
eerily like Ute Lemper) seeking sal- 
vation. A Widow’s Crimes is a Tokai- 
infused melodrama of love, Italian 
literature and witty deception. 

While fun, this evening overall 
did not flow like the Danube. It 
seemed to be mired on a few sand- 
banks, but the problems should sort 
themselves out as this production 
finds its pace during the run. 

Beautifully lit, by Mike Takats, 
this production is played out ona 
gorgeous set by Marissa Kochanski, 
and Leona Brausen’s costumes are 
lavish eye candy. 

This fare is hardly the Viennese 
tortes and whipped cream one 
expects from Lemoine. It is, instead, 
like a heapin’ helpin’ of Wiener 
schnitzel and spaetzle. Heavy, but 
ultimately satisfying.

IF YOU'RE THINKING ABOUT GOING 


to the NAIT Dining Room, be sure to 
do your research in advance. As a 
venue for the talents of the students in 
NAIT’s culinary arts program, the 
Dining Room boasts a fabulously- 
worded menu that could pass for gus- 
tatory erotica, so thoroughly does it 
inflame the appetite. But sorting out 
the gourmet lingo ahead of time is an 
education in itself. 

To get those gastric juices flowing, 
surf to 
www.nait.ab.ca/dining/index.htm 
and click on the “Menu” tab. Then 
feast your eyes on this semester’s 
offerings and try not to leave tell-tale 
flecks of drool on the mouse pad. 

Before I set foot in the Dining 
Room, I'd already picked out what I 
was going to try. I just had to do some 
homework to figure out what some of 
it was. For instance, my imagination 
was captured by the frisée and anjou 
pear salad ($5.95). Thing is, [had no 
idea what the hell a frisée was. Tums 
out that frisée is what the French call 
“curly endive” and, in an instance of 
synecdoche (which you should also 
look up), is often used as shorthand to 
connote meschun, which features vari- 
ous greens such as arugula and radic- 


chio in addition to the endive. 

I was also contemplating the Game 
Duet ($21.95), a sugar-and-spice veni- 
son chop and espresso-braised bison 
short rib in Saskatoon berry-poivrade 
sauce, served atop Great Northern cas- 
soulet. “Cassoulet?” I can almost hear 
you say. “What in God’s name is 
that?” Well, it’s a stew traditionally 
comprising beans simmered with 
pork fat and seasonings, but is also 
used to refer to any stew of beans. Are 
we learning something here or what? 

The fanciness of the NAIT Dining 
Rooms menu is belied by the homeli- 
ness of its surroundings, the utilitari- 
an-bordering-on-ugly environs of the 
NAIT campus. As if to counteract the 
drab setting, the maitre d’ tried extra 
hard to lay on the fancy, going so far 
as to call me “monsieur” and reciting 
the table d’héte menu ($32 for three 
courses) as though it were a classic of 
iambic pentameter. 


HERE’S THE BEEF 

At this point, my co-diner and I 
clashed over what to order. She was a 
frequent enough visitor to the Dining 
Room that the only entrée she hadn’t 
tried was the Game Duet. Rather than 
order the same thing, I resorted to the 
Alberta Striploin ($19.50). But first, the 
frisée-anjou pear salad, if you please! 

The salad was beautiful to behold, a 


sliced pear sliced fanned out in a pool 
of beet syrup beside a tidy pile of 
mesclun greens tossed with grainy 
mustard vinaigrette, cumbled blue 
cheese, double smoked bacon and 
spiced walnuts on a large square of 
dark china. The pear was hot and 
glazed with molten sugar, its mellow 
sweetness contrasting with the earthi- 
ness of the beet syrup, the salty bacon 
and the astringent snap of mustard, 
blue cheese and the cayenne on the 


walnuts. The complexity and interplay 


of the varied flavours almost made it a 
meal in itself. Of course there was 
much more to come. 

Just when it seemed the Game Duet 
had eluded my grasp, our endearingly 
abashed server mistakenly mixed up 
the entrees and set my co-diner’s in 
front of me. I figured my strip loin 
shouldn't have a rib protruding from 
it, but I didn’t let on, in order to avail 
myself of a sample. Just as | forked a 
morsel of the dark, rich bison meat 
and a few beans into my mouth, the 
server returned to amend her error 
and my strip loin was restored to me. 

At first glance, I wondered how in 
the world I was going to eat it. A sec- 
tion of beef the size of a Stephen King 
paperback sat atop a pedestal of dou- 
ble-corn polenta, surrounded by 
asparagus and parsnips lolling in a sea 
of oxtail jus and topped with a melted 
slice of Borganzola brie. There were 
enough calories represented here to 
sustain me, my co-diner and the three 
people sitting at the adjacent table. 
Undaunted, I soldiered on. 


POLENTA, BEEF... AND JUS 
The beef was cooked rare, just as 
requested, and seemed to dissipate 
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into pure flavour at the merest 
prompting of my molars. Though a lit- 
tle suspicious of the brie at first, it went 
so well with the beef and the polenta 
that it further affirmed that the kitchen 
knew what it was doing. The polenta, 
flecked with kernels of corn, was 
flavourful but quite filling. Somehow, 
I managed to put away most of it in 
the course of savouring the beef and 
jus. _ 

Teetering dangerously on the brink 
of full, I didn’t see how I could walk— 
or stagger, as the case may be—away 
from the table without trying dessert 
all of which listed for $4.95. Most of 
them—the chocolate lava cake, for 
instance—sounded too heavy to 
attempt, but the rhubarb-walnut crisp 
in creme anglaise sounded manage- 
able. My co-diner ordered the wild- 
berry creme brulée with maple syrup. 
She had them hold the w! hipped 
cream. 

Do Ieven need to say it? The crisp 
was excellent, featuring large, tender 
sections of tart rhubarb complemented 
by sugary crisp, crunchy walnuts and 
a healthy portion of sweet, custardy 
créme anglaise, just the thing to wash 
down with a strong cup of coffee, 

With wine, the whole decadent she- 
bang came to under $40 a piece before 
gratuity, not a bad price at all fora 
meal of such celebratory proportions. 
Not only did I feel well and truly 
schooled in the capabilities of NAIT’s 
culinary arts students, I was almost 
dizzy with satiety. 

By sheer fluke, I happened to visit 
ona rare slow night. We recom- 
mend that madames et monsieurs 
make reservations well in advance.

“Phenomenon” flap 
ignores oral history 


| GAVE MY FIRST BLOWJOB WHEN | WAS 14. 
And back then, blowjobs hardly ever made 
the evening news. We had to figure out 
what it was all on our lonesome. 

If blowjobs had enjoyed the mi 
file then that they do these days, |, too, 
might have got an earlier start. 

Which is why I’m a.little baffled at peo- 
ple’s shock and outrage that girls ages 12 
and 13 are supposedly handing out 
blowjobs like candy, according to a recent 
Globe & Mail feature that got everyone's 
knickers in a twist. 

“In many circles, oral sex has become 
almost as normal as acne or homework or 
Cafeteria gossip,” says one social worker in 
Sara Wilson’s article (“Good Girls Do,” 
Globe & Mail, Sat, Feb. 7, 2004) 

Of course, two paragraphs later, a 
female student guesses that about 10 per 
cent of her all-female Grade 8 class per- 
formed oral sex regularly on boys. I’m hop- 
ing more than 10 per cent of kids are doing 
their homework. And | know more than that 
have acne. But why let reality get in the way 
of a nice shocking story? 

The other big shock? It used to be just 
the slutty girls that were doing it. Now, 
even “good girls” are willing to give it up, 
and often without expecting any return on 
the favour. 

That part's a little annoying but, then 
again, think about it. We're way more casu- 
al about blowjobs in our culture. We all 
know at least one American President who 
was getting them in his office. On the other 
hand, there isn’t even a slang equivalent for 
cunnilingus. And have you ever tried per- 
forming cunnilingus in a bathroom stall? 

But beyond practical considerations, the 
assumption is that these girls wanted the 
favour returned. Who knows? If you're giv- 
ing a guy a meaningless blowjob, maybe 
that’s all you want out of the encounter. 
Maybe, rather than seeing it as a submis- 
Sive act, these girls really do see it as “no 
big deal,”.as.some.of.them:said;-or, as Otn= 
ers perceived it, a powerful thing: “doing, 
rather than being done.” 

According to another social worker in 
the Globe article, girls are more aggressive 
than ever when it comes to voicing their 
sexual wishes: “| know what | want and | 
can get it.” 

The case that brought this whole “phe- 
nomenon” to the media’s attention was that 
of Cass Rhynes, the 19-year-old baseball 
player who went to jail for 45 days for 
receiving oral sex from two girls aged 12 
and 13. He thought they were 14, the age of 
consent in Canada. 

But guess what? One of the girls-in PEI 
testified that Cass Rhynes was reluctant 
and she forced herself on him. 

We're still not comfortable with girls 
being the sexual aggressors. We still rely 
On girls to be our social sexual barometer. 

After all, why aren’t we scolding boys for 
not refusing oral sex? Were these guys just 
standing around when girls’ mouths hap- 
pened to fall on their dicks? Who knows, 
because not one BJ recipient was inter- 
viewed for the article. 

People are freaking out about the young 
age of these girls performing oral sex 
(again, no one seems concerned that the 
boys are too young to receive it), In 
response to the G/obe feature, one reader 
wrote that he felt kids are becoming sexual- 


ly active “too soon.” 

lf only someone could decide exactly 
what age was appropriate this would all be 
so much easier. As itis, that age is 
assigned rather arbitrarily, depending on 
where you live 

And in some.parts of the world, 12 and 
13 is hardly “too soon.” I'm not totally 
naive, and | do realize that there are emo- 
tional repercussions to our sexual behav- 
iour at any age. But young people are sexu- 
al, and are so, possibly, at a younger age 
(Though | suspect this has always been 
going on, we just didn’t write big newspa- 
per features about it.) Rather than sit in 
horror and shock at this “deviant” behav- 
iour, as Margaret Wente’s disturbingly 
alarmist column in response to Wilson's 
feature called it, wouldn't it be wiser to get 
real. 

The Globe article places blame on “an 
atmosphere in which sex is a commodity to 
exchange for status, while overworked par- 
ents and school systems are often less than 
available to help kids interpret messages 
they are receiving.” 

Excuse me, but it’s not like they talked to 
us about it when they were available. 

In fact, as Laura Wershler, a sexual 
health advocate in Calgary anda member of 
Mad Moms Against Bad Sex Ed, said-in yet 
another follow-up article to the Globe piece, 
“this generation of parents may be uniquely 
positioned to help their children navigate 
the complexities of sex. We probably have 
greater knowledge and experience than pre-

vious generations. The trick,” she says, “it 
to push ourselves to be more candid.” 

And that’s a biggie. Most adults would 
rather sit around freaking out about how 
our sex-charged culture is corrupting our 
children than do the work it takes to deal 
with their own sexual hang-ups and talk 
frankly and openly about what's going on in 
their kids’ lives. I'm not saying you have to 


hold her hair back for her while she goes 


down, but putting aside an assumption 
here and there might not be a bad idea.

CAN YOU EXPLAIN GAY MARRIAGE? 

| lost a friend who was a lesbian for 
expressing my view that marriage is 
meaningless. It seems to me that the 
Point of gay marriage is to win official 
recognition that homos aren't second- 
Class citizens, that it would amount to a 
State-sanctioned “Gays are okay!” mes- 
Sage. I've got no problem with gay mar- 
riage, but it seems like there are more 
pressing issues, like the shitty economy 
and the war, and an awful lot of energy is 
being spent trying to win something that 
doesn’t matter except as a symbol. So 
why is gay marriage so important? What's 
the big deal? 

Admittedly I'm a straight guy, Dan, but 
does it really matter all that much? 

Tortured Acronym 


Sure, | can explain gay marriage. Some gay 
and lesbian couples would like to marry for 
the same reasons so many straight couples 
would like to marry or have already mar- 
ried: they're in love, they've made a com- 
mitment to each other, and they want the 
fights, privileges, and responsibilities 
(RPRs) that come with legal marriage. 
While some gays and lesbians are after the 
“Gays are okay!” message (no one has ever 
gone broke overestimating the insecurities 
of gays and lesbians), most gay couples 
don't just want the symbolism of marriage, 
TA, but those RPRs—and guess what? 
Both matter. 

“Marriage brings extremely important 
tangible and intangible protections,” said 
Evan Wolfson, executive director of 
Freedom to Marry, the organization leading 
the charge on gay marriage. “Tangible or 
intangible, neither is symbolic. To have 
clarity and security, to have people know 
who you are in relation to the primary per- 
son that you're building your life with, is no 
mere symbol. And gay people have the 
same need for that security, clarity, and, by 
the way, equality as non-gay people.” 






see how listening to a straight guy dismiss 
gay marriage as trivial might infuriate a les- 
bian? Lesbians are famously easy to infuri- 
ate (there, | just did it myself), but being 
told by someone who can get married that 
gay marriage is a silly distraction from the 
economy or the war would anger the mel- 
lowest homo. 

Also, where do you get off assuming 
that gays and lesbians aren't active on 
other issues? Many of the same folks lining 
up to get married in San Francisco last 
week were folks who, without a doubt, 
marched against the war in Iraq and made 
donations to Howard Dean (RIP). Maybe 
once gays and lesbians are no longer sec- 
ond-class citizens we'll be able to focus like 
laser beams on just the economy or the 
war. In the meantime, TA, as long as we're 
treated as second-class citizens—and we 
are, every day, save April 15th—gays and 
lesbians are going to fight for our rights, if 
that’s okay with you

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devoted to shaming Mary Cheney, Vice 
President Dick Cheney's daughter. Before 
her father took over the world, Mary 
Cheney was a professional lesbian and an 
advocate for gay rights. Now, as her own 
father stumps for an amendment to the 

U.S. Constitution that would do lasting 
harm to his own daughter and all other 
American gays and lesbians, Mary Cheney 
is AWOL. At dearmary.com/mary you'll find 
heart-wrenching letters that show why mar- 
fiage rights for gays and lesbians are 
important. And anyone who’s interested in 
sending Mary “My Heart Belongs to Daddy” 
Cheney a letter can do so via the website
